000 sterling. it would produce at 95 the 
som of £3,800,000 atg., or $18,403.333 in 
Canadian currency, showing a’ saving to 
the Canadian taxpayer of $973,333 cur. 
rag. ‘That is a singularly gool compari 
son for Sir Leonard Tilley to be able to 
make bets been his loan of 1879 and Mr. 
Cartwright’s of 1874, in wiow of all the 
dinadvantagea we have pointed out in the 
Perioalng of thia article. Now let ua take 
the Ioan in 1876 which Sir Richard Cart 
wright negotiated also without any goaran- 
too. It was a loan of £2 60,000 sterling, 
at OL: and it yielded £2.275,000 #1 
or 811,071,666 currency, 
‘Tilley had negotiated hia £3, 
ing at 1. it would have produced only 
£2.730,000 atg. ; but at 95 it yielded £2, 
850,000 atg., or a gain of £120. 000atg., or 
$584,000 currency, as compared with ' Sir 
Richard Qartwright’s loan of 1876.” 

Theso facta show beyon leavil that, not 
only haa the credit of the country been 
affected favorably by the reversal of our 
commercial policy, but that in the preseot 
Finance Minister wo have atthe head of 
the Finance Department a gentleman of 
first claas ability, far superior to the "mixer 
and muddler” who preceded him in office.
